Liatris scariosa: Great airy spires of violet-purp!e buttons 
on 8-foot stems, in September. This strain, long in the making here, 
ccntains several types of infloresence, some being curiously fas- 
ciated, Also have the pure white form, alba. Hither at 15 cents. 


Linaria Broussonnetii: Wish I had room te sing all this an- 
rual’s virtues. 6- to 8-inch mounds of pretty feliege are covered 
with little yellow snapdragons, June until winter. Try it sure! ! 


Matricaria inodora, Bridal Robe: Snow-white fully double 
flowers over tufts of ferny feliage, June onward. Use it as an an- 
nual for cutting, border decoration and pots. Comes 50 per cent true. 

Michauxia campanuloides: Gloriosa-like flowers, waxy white 
and numerous. Monocarpic. 3 feet: Highly recommended. 

Parrya Menziesii: Spikes of pretty purple waliflowers, early 
spring. 8 inches. A good native. 


Penistemon Gladwood Hybrids: See plant list. 20 cents. 
Phyteuma orbiculare: A lovely campanulad with heads of 
blue flowers for two months, commencing in May. 8 inches. 
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Omphalodes linifolia: Delightful cousin of blue-eyed Mary, 
with white flowers on gray bushes. Ten inches. 10 cents. 


Thlaspi Kerneri: Mounds of white in early spring 6 inches. 


Trellius Golden Queen: Immense orange-yellow globes, late 
for a trollius. 3 feet. Speetacular. 10 cents. 


Caryopteris mongoliensis: Really hardy, having stood 30 
below zero here. Lovely blue flowers. August. To 2 ft. 25 cts. 


Chrysotamnus (Bigelovia) graveolens: Beautiful gray-leaved 
shrub to 2 feet, with showy goiden headsin September. Oneof 
fall’s loveliest offerings. 25 cents, 

Allium pulchellum: Simulates big dr rops of raspberry ice 
hanging candelabra-fashion from 18-inch stems in July. Good. 

Crepis rubra: Pink dandelions on foot-tall stems all summer. 
Attractive, easy, never weedy. 10 cents. 

Draba Haynaldii: Clusters of yellow flowers, almost stemless 
in earliest spring. A beautiful ornamentin a sunny well-drained soil. 


Helichrysum anatolicum: Mats of woolly whiteness; heads 
of gold in summer. A sound perennial. Attractive year round. 


Helianthus species: Received as H. debilis, a Texan annual. 
In any case it is a good thing, quick to bloom and continuing until 
frost. Goed cutter. 2 feet. 10 cents. 

Oenothera Afterglow: Big showy evening primroses, yellow 
with red calyx linibs. To 3 feet. 10 cents.
